The Division of Continuing 
Education’ has announced the 
Resource Development Program 
(RDP) or mini-courses for the 
beginning dates February 15 and 
March 8. 

These mini-courses are 
different than other courses at 
Broome Tech. There are no 
homework, no exams, no grades, 
and no pressure. The courses are 
two hours long for three to six 
sessions. Broome Tech students 
may also sign up for these 
Courses at a minimal fee. 

The Resource Development 
Program is divided into five 
sub-headings: preparatory 
topics, classroom, business and 
industrial, personal 


development, and. special 
interest. 
Preparatory topics include 


courses such as reviewing basic 


math skills and developing 
grammar skills. for 
communication. Classroom 


topics deal with orientation for 
school aides and _ substitute 
teachers. 

In the business and industrial 
topic there are courses such as 
“‘Trouble Shooting Electrical 
Control Problems,’’ and 
“‘Practical Production and 
Inventory Control.” 

Yoga and a “Creative Writing 
Workshop” come under personal 
development. Topics of special 
interest include a_ Tennis 
Workshop, Studio Art, and 
Environmental Conservation. 

Studio Art is a new 
mini-course developed by Mr. 
Robert Keller. .This workshop 
will be in the Y Building. Mr. 
Keller urges any BT students 
who wish to display. their talent 
to sign up. 

The Resource Development 
Program tries to make courses to 
serve the needs and interest of 
the community. 

One course that is a need for 
high school students deals with 
Chemistry. Mr. Joseph Peone, Jr. 
developed the class 
“Characterization and Synthesis 
of Chemical Compounds” on 
Saturday mornings for high 
school students. Mr. Peone is 
very enthusiastic about the new 
course and admits to an 
enrollment of almost seventy 
students. 

There will be more 
mini-courses coming in March 
and April. Forms about these 
courses can be obtained at the 
switchboard in the

General Similarity | 


You have read the results compiled from the questionnaire sent 
out to all faculty members and selected groups of students from 


each curricula. Questions three 


and eight showed the widest 


difference between the two groups; questions four and ten were the 


closest. 


The over-all picture shows a general similarity with few 


differences of opinion. For the topics of abortion, Vietnam, Spiro 
Agnew and campus unrest, Broome Tech’s faculty and students tend 
to react along the same line. As you can plainly see, there is no 


definite gap between the two.

10) Do you feel that political activity, (both campus and world 
politics), is out of line on the college campus, since it is sometimes 


disruptive to academic pursuits? 


Experimentation in Our Society — 


Drinking is less dangerous 
than smoking marijuana, a 
researcher on marijuana use told 
a radio audience. 

Erich Goode, author of “The 
Marijuana Smokers’? and 
associate at the State University 
of New York at Stony Brook, 
speaking on the WNYC “New 


York Tomorrow” program, 
produced by the American 
Jewish Committee, said that 


while experts did not know the 
long-term effects of heavy, 
chronic marijuana use, based on 
what is now known about 
marijuana and alcohol, ‘alcohol 
is less dangerous.” 

Marijuana smoking is an 
indicator of a trend toward 
greater experimentation in our 
society marked by _ less 
authoritarianism and more 
“self-direction, autonomy and 
the satisfaction of one’s senses,” 
Professor Goode observed. 

Of the people who use 
marijuana, Professor Goode 
reported, some 90 per cent are 
in the 15-30 age group. College 
students are more likely to

smoke marijuana than their 
non-student contemporaries, he 
added. He noted that surveys of 
college students had found men 
more likely than women to be 
users by a three-to-two. ratio. 
Having affluent. parents and 
liberal political views are 
associated with marijuana use, 
he said. 

Smokers of marijuana believe 
that it “heightens” certain 
experiences that otherwise 
would not be as stimulating, 
particularly “eating, having sex 
and listening to music,” 
Professor Goode said. On the 
other hand, he noted that users 
say marijuana makes it more 
difficult to read a textbook or 
other work requiring 
concentration. Marijuana 
probably does lessen a person’s 
ability to drive a car, according 
to Professor Goode, “but not to 
the same extent as alcohol.” 

Marijuana is usually used 
once a week or perhaps twice a 
month, Professor Goode said, 
asserting that “the daily, chronic 
user who is always high is in a’ 
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small minority.” 

It is usually smoked in 
groups, he noted. Users say that 
at marijuana parties everything 
that happens is somehow 
charged with more meaning, 
even though there is _ less 
interaction among people than 
at non-marijuana_ parties, 
Professor Goode said, noting 
that the excitement might be 
generated because the 
experience is illegal. 

“Just the mere fact that you 
are sharing in this kind of ritual 
occasion gives the scene a certain 
amount of meaning to the 
participants,” he observed. 

Professor Goode, who said he 
favored legalization of 
marijuana, foresaw no changes 
“of serious nature’’ in the next 
10 years in laws prohibiting use 
of marijuana. He does expect a 
reduction in penalties, however. 

Asked what. effect 
legalization would have on 
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marijuana use, Professor Goode 5 


replied: 


“No question about it. eh 


think it would increase tenfold.”
